• DOT&PF's review of KABATA's RFP to solicit for the design, construction, finance and maintenance of 
the roads and bridges that comprise Knik Arm Crossing project found the following unacceptable 
provisions: 

o State of Alaska would bear the risk if government permits were not secured within 17 month 
o State of Alaska would guarantee payment to concessionaire when specified toll numbers are 
not reached 

o There is no provision to butld the $250 million Ingra-Gamble Connector 
o Contatns incomplete Communications plan for informing publtc, legislature, and 
administration about the terms of the RFP 

• KABATA was instructed to not issue the RFP and to increase their Communications efforts 

PROJECT COST ESTIMATE UPDATE 

• KABATA's estimate of the cost of the project has not changed in 5 years 

• DOT&PF and Federal Highway Administration (FHWA) are contracting for an independent 3 rd party 
estimate due in October 

• Updated and validated cost estimates will increase public confidence in the project 

AMATS INVOIVEMENT 

• FHWA requires cities with a populatron of 50,000 to form a Metropolitan Pfanm'ng Organrzation 
(MPO) to plan and prioritize all transportation in the community via a long range transportation plan 

• The Anchorage MPO (AMATS) is comprised of the mayor, two Assembly members, and 
representatives from DOT&PF and DEC 

• The recent changes in the composition of the Anchorage Assembly may result in the withdrawal of 
support for the project and its removal from their long range transportation plan 

o FHWA would immediately stop their work on the Record of Decision 
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o AnticFpate vote on the project rn 4-6months. 

KABATA'S ONGOtNG ACTIVITIES 

• Work stopped on the RFP for a concessionaire 

• Beglnning dlscussions with the Corps of Engineers on the necessary permits. 

o Met at least once with the Muni of Anchorage, regarding the need for the Ingra-Gambell connector, 
and how to fund it - a solution is necessary to galn MOA support 

• KABATA Board of Directors 

o approvedaFY2009OperatingBudgetof$1.5millron 

o DID NOT approve a $3.4 million Capital Budget that inctuded funds for Utilities work, right of way 

acquisttion, and the release of the RFP for construction of the project. 
o KABATA understands and agrees that they will not enter into those activities wtthout the 

concurrence of DOT&PF, FHWA, and the Administration. 

RECOMMENDATION 

• Using the updated cost estimate work with Dept of Law, DOT&PF and KABATA to develop options on 
how best to proceed. 

• Present options and recommendation to the Governor

I ask that you consider the energy rebates for all children age 16 and under be given to local 
school districts. School districts must receive energy assistance. School district budgets have 
been hit hard by gas and diesel increases. 

Consider that rural school districts are paying $5+ a gallon for fuel to run the generators that 
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power the lights and heat for the village or town school. Schools also serve as community centers. 
Generators must run twelve hours a day minimum usually. 

Consider that the larger school districts like Anchorage, Fairbanks, Mat-Su and Juneau transport 
students over many road miles. Utility costs have also increased. The energy cost is now way over 
what districts originaHy budgeted. 

A family with four children needs assistance for their schools. Do they need four rebates all to the same 
household, or could the rebates be more effective at the school level? Setting the age at 16, allows for 
rebates to go to 1 7 or 1 8 year olds who may be driving, or who may even be worldng. 

If school districts do not receive extra help, the added costs will reduce school budgets for educating our 
youth - and this is not acceptable.

This is a brief chronology of recent questions posed to KABATA, and their responses: 

1.0n April 22, 2008, Deputy Commlssioner Frank Richards wrote KABATA a letter requiring their response to a 
number of questions including an accounting of the $40 million spent to date, information about the draft RFP, 
risks assocfated with the project, project projected revenue, an updated cost estimate, and a question about 
the construction of the Ingra-Gambell connector. 

2. On May 28, 2008 KABATA responded to the letter from Frank Richards. The response was less than 
satisfactory, and there was some serious concerns expressed about their updated cost estimate. 

3. DOT/PF, in conjunction with Federal Highway Administration , determined it was it was necessary to secure an 

estimate update of project costs. The Request for Proposal was advertised July 9 th , with a due date of 7/30. 
The work effort will be funded jointly by the FHWA, and DOT. 

4. The AMATS Policy Committee continues to have a keen interest in this project. At the July 10 th meeting, the 
Policy Committee gave KABATA a series of questions to answer. Although a lot of the questions overlapped 
with questions asked by Frank Richards, or were already asked and answered in the Enviromental Impact 
Statement, many of the questfons asked by members of the Policy Committee are centered around issues 
specific to the MunicipaLITY OF Anchorage.

Consider that the larger school districts like Anchorage, Fairbanks, Mat-Su and Juneau transport 
students over many road miles. Utility costs have also increased. The energy cost is now way over 
what districts originally budgeted. 

A farnily with four children needs assistance for their schools. Do they need four rebates all to the same 
household, or could the rebates be more effective at the school level? Setting the age at 16, allows for 
rebates to go to 17 or 18 year olds who may be driving, or who may even be working. 
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If school districts do not receive extra help, the added costs wiil reduce school budgets for educating our 
youth - and this is not acceptable.
